The court ruled that, since the legislature had not

Just the opposite argument is made In this in­ 
stance -that is. a law passed by the legislature apply 
mg to aU cities and villages generally is ineffective 
as to Lincoln because the home rule charter is silent 
on that particular subject. 
The people of I incoln would like very much to see 
the board of education devote Itself to the manage­ 
ment of the school* and do what it can to avoid 
litigation instead of courting it. 


WATCH KING CORN. 
These paragraphs are taken from a report prepared 
by a staff representative of The Kansas City BUr, 
who Is touring Kansas and inspecting the crops of 
that state: 
‘/The continued reins in Kansas 
are 
helping 
neither the wheat nor the corn in th!* state 
The 
wheat has been materially damaged throughout 
eastern and central Kansas by excessive water 
All field* in the eastern half of the state are 
spotted with yellow, where water has stood. Vol­ 
unteer 
wheat 
has 
been given a 
tremendous 
rrowth and Is causing some damage 
to other 
vheat, 
Ordinarily Kansas ha* finished planting corn 
early* in May and row* show green 
Till* year it 
has been estimated that not 
much more than 
one-half the corn 
acreage 
ha* 
been planted 
There ha* been much replanting of com every­ 
where that ha* been washed out or covered to 
deeply by heavy rain* the sprouts never can get 
through 
-There is a great deal of gossip generally over 
the state among farmers that they would not be 
surprised to receive a higher price for their corn 
next fall than for wheat, a condition that has not 
occurred in many /ears. With a big crop of wheat 
and a very probable short crop of corn. the farm ­ 
er* see a complete switch in prices possible this 
year* 
There is no state in the union where the prospect 
of high prices for com will be more Joyously received 
than in Nebraska 
There Is no pleasure in other 
peoples misfortunes, to be sure, but this state la pri­ 
marily a com state 
W heat la incidental to the big 
crop. 
Here condition* are most excellent for wheat. 
with the prospect of a crop of some 6ft.000.000 bush­ 
els, which D above the normal. 
But 
the 
troubles 
which have befallen Kl nsaa farmers are not peculiar 
alone to that section. Oklahoma. Missouri. Iowa, and 
Illinois, that comprise the heart of the corn belt, and 
raise the great bulk of the American crop, are having 
their worries during the planting season 
They have 
had excessive reins, and floods, with the result that 
it has been difficult to get into the fields. Iowa and 
Illinois are confronted with the same situation which 
faced them in 1927. when Illinois produced the sm all­ 
est crop of corn in twenty-five years. 
It has been 
to wet that farmers cannot plant, and owing to their 
geographical location, the situation is far more seri­ 
ous than it is in Kansas. 
In Illinois especially, com 
must be In the ground not later than the first week 
ot June to insure maturity. 
Nebraska la extremely fortunate in this particular. 
The great bulk of her corn has been planted. Ex­ 
cept for isolated sections, very little of it has been 
washed out, or flooded 
On the contrary the soil is 
saturated with moisture, and conditions are ideal for 
growing in the event of more sunshine. 
Nebraska 
has not started a com season under more favorable 
conditions, with the exception of 1927, when the sec­ 
ond largest crop in the state’s history, 291.000,000 
bushels, or but 7,000,000 bushels short of the record

The Chicago Tribune devote* much space to an ex­ 
tensive review of the activities of Mrs. Mabel Wille- 
brandt, who recently resigned a* prosecutor in the 
Department of Justice.

Tuesday the powers that are in Washington gave 
out the information that the president is in the near 
future to appoint a consulting board of army and

which made an appropriation of I i &0.OOO to pay the 
expenses of such board and survey. 
The small sum 
appropriated is only a starter, it being estimated that 
a comprehensive survey will cost two million dollars. 
It Is estimated that it will take ten yea re to com­ 
plete the Nicaragua canal, and that the total cost 
will be in the neighborhood of a billion dollars This 
expense will be borne, of course, by the people of the 
entire United States.

PLAYING BRASS INSTRUMENTS 
IS NOT HARMUFL TO 
THE LUNGS. 
A short time ago. one of the 
readers wrote that her son, who 
was 
working 
his 
way 
through 
school by playing the comet, was 
told that he would weaken hi* 
lungs and he might contract tuber­ 
culosis. I answered th at I had 
never heard or read of any harm ­ 
ful effects from the playing of 
wind instrument*. My own idea was 
that it would »trengthen the lung*, 
rather than weaken them. 
In today * mail I have a letter 
from a teacher of the comet, con­ 
firming my idea and giving some 
further point* of view on the sub­ 
ject. The following I* hi* letter: 
“ A* a teacher of some 35 years’ 
experience. I want to amy some­ 
thing about the playing of brass 
instruments. Today these are played 
by the non-pressure system, which 
requires very little force; but even 
wi in the old method of forcible 
blowing there is absolutely no dan- J 
ger of contracting any lung trouble 
Possibly a little pharyngeal sore- 
neas may occur in beginners. But 
here Is an important point 
stu-1 
denis should not allow others to 
use their instruments, and they 
should also boll and thoroughly 
cleanse the mouth pieces of all 
cornets, trombones, clarinets, etc. 
The reed of the clarinet and the 
mouthpiece should always be wiped 
after playing There Is danger of 
infection from pyorrhea or trench 
mouth and possibly tuberculosis ll 
others use the instrument.

Is there i 
anything to this?

It's a well known experience that 
after any illness with a fever of 
any duration, the hair falls out, 
within a few 
weeks or 
a 
few 
months. This Is usually temporary 
and the-hair comes in again. 
We have all heard of straight 
hair coming in curly after a fever. 
or even of a different color I know 
one girl, who was in the American 
Red Cross with us. doing post-war 
wark in the Balkans, whose hair 
came in curly where it had been 
straight before, after having typhus 
fever. In the histology of the hair 
<the microscopical structure), the 
straight hair is oval or round and 
the curly is flattened somewhat 
(you know how a shaving curls be­ 
cause it is flat), and the hair foils-j 
I cie in the curly type is curved, and 
in the straight type, it is oblique 
(The hair follicle is the little pore 
or depression in the skin in which 
the hair has Its base > 
Probably 
the curvature of the follicle has 
something to do with flattening 
the hair so it curls. 
Now apparently those born with 
burly 
hair 
have 
inherited 
these 
curved hair follicles. I can’t see 
how a fever would either change 
the course of the hair follicles or 
flatten the hair. and it may be 
possible that these people who sav 
their hair comes in curly when it 
was straight before, might have 
had a tendency to curl before, but 


not enough so it was noticeable. 
There are a lot of people who do 
not think of their hair as curly, 
but who can easily wave it, and 
the short hairs along the face do 
curl.
